His proposal would re- 
peal a proposed constitutional 
amendment to extend the county 
unit system from the primary into 
the general election. 

The hard-working Senators 
started clearing the calendar of 
pending legislation by passing 12 
bills, and at the same time intro- 
duced 21 new bills and eight reso- 


Seven bills passed by the Senate 
already have been approved by 
the House and will go to the Gov- 
ernor for his signature. 

The most important of these 

would permit the temporary con- 
finement of insane persons in hos- 
pitals. The present law requires 
they be confined in jails. 
Four bills modified insurance 
laws. Another amended laws con- 
cerning whistles on locomotives so 
as to permit diesel engines to use 
horns. Another would provide for 
a refund of gasoline taxes on fuel 
and in boats. 

Approved and sent to the House 
were five minor bills calling for 
amendments to game and fish 
laws, salt water fishing regula- 
tions and license requirements for 
commercial salt water fishing 
boats. , 

The most important new legisla- 
tion introduced included a bill by 
Sen. Overby to establish a State- 
wide system of juvenile courts. 
Another, by Sen. LeCraw would 
extend the merit system to the 
Military Department. 

Other new bills and resolutions 
would prohibit the carrying of a 
pistol without a County license, 
dissolve the: Tax Revision Commit- 
tee and cede to the United States 
civil and criminal jurisdiction over 
lands acquired by the U. S. from 
the State,

When I returned to my desk after a busy day of extracurricular 


activities I found it piled high with work which needed to be - 


done... and right now. On top of the pile was a telegram from 
my good friend, Ralph McGill, reading: “Leavi for two 
weeks vacation. While away I am asking fri including your- 
self, to do guest columns of about 900 words. I want you ‘to 
write on the State’s tax needs.” ie 


Two whole weeks’ vacation! The idea was so stimulating, so 
exciting and altogether fascinating to me that I began to speculate 
on how Ralph would spend his time during the. next two weeks. 
No man who has spent as busy a life as he has ever takes a two 
weeks’ vacation. I know that. : 

I then began to think of myself in connection with a two weeks’ 
vacation. The only time I ever had that happy experience was in 
celebration of my twenty-first birthday when I took a trip to 
Canada and stopped over at Niagara Falls en route. The Falls at 
the time was a great spot for honeymooners, but no blushing bride 
clung to my arm as I took a ride on the. Maid of the Mist or accom- 
panied me on a trip to the Cave of the Winds with its slippery 
wooden footway. These two experiences everyone who visited the 
Falis in those days was supposed to undergo. I had planned to 
be a bachelor, but times change. I am now the father of four 
grown children and have six grandchildren. 


Needs As stated, the subject assigned me for this article was 

taxes. I think I can do no better than discuss briefly 
some of the questions that have been brought out by the present 
Tax Revision Committee, since the Legislature will toss them around. 
rather generally before it adjourns. 

The demand for funds to meet educational needs, repair, build 
and maint the State’s highways, construct new buildings... 
provide hospital facilities in rural sections, were never more urgent 
and pressing than at the present time. 

Many of the voters throughout the State, judging from their 
conversations, think that if-economy were practiced, much of the 

“needed money would be made available. This would help and 
while we are strongly in favor of economy, we realize that if 
every unnecessary employee were fired today and if those re- 
tained worked on a 12-hour schedule, the saving would be small 
in proportion to the needs. 


S ales Tax The Tax Revision Committee believes there should 

be a sweeping reorganization of the whole tax sys- 
tem of Georgia if the State is to have a streamlined, modern tax 
system. 

For many years we have toyed with the idea of a general sales 
tax which, in our opinion, would be the best way to obtain the 
necessary funds and &lso the most equitable way of distributing 
the burden. .This would be a great shock to business and?to prac- 
tically every citizen within our borders, but when we recovered 
from the first effects of this drastic step we would feel an exhilara- 
tion from having summoned the courage to substitute action for 
talk and provide the necessary funds for our starved-out services 
and institutions. 

The Tax Revision Committee in their findings pointed out 
that in our State Government there are many duplications of ef- 
fort among the various departments of government. The Committee 
is of the apinion that with proper direction and trained management 
substantial economies can be effected in operation of the govern- 
ment, and that much more efficient practices can be established, 
maintaining that much of the inefficiency and waste of both 
effort and money results from periodic changes in political admin- 
istration and personnel within the department agencies. It is im- 
possible to keep either competent or efficient help when in many 
instances this help is selected upon the basis of politics rather than 
merit, and undergoes a big turnover with each new administration. 


Waste from the present method is afforded by a statement of a 
State Highway Department official who testified that the abandon- 
ment of construction and maintenance plans and surveys by pre- 
ceding administrations in favor of new plans and new rveys 
made by an incoming administration had cost the taxpayers of 
Georgia from 50 to 75 millions of dollars over a period of years. 

A long-range highway planning program uninterrupted and un- 
affected by changes in the administration: of the State-government 
would accomplish tremendous savings in State expenditures. 

Another evidence of waste resulting from ineffective enforce- 
ment of State laws was revealed in the Committee’s investigation. 
It was found that the excessive loads on vehicles using the high- 
ways of the State beyond the limits prescribed by law were caus- 
ing from three to five million dollars more in depreciation to the 
State road system per year than would such depreciation be if the 
road limits were properly enforced. 

It is believed that the welfare program could be operated far 
more economically and efficiently if it were administered under a 
district arrangement rather than under 159 separate county groups. 

It is also believed that the State purchasing department could 
bring about much greater savings under a different set-up. 


Solution So it is quite clear that there are many chances for 

economies but in our opinion.a general sales tax of 
2% percent would be sufficient to meet our needs and would be 
the most practical and the least painful of all methods of relieving 
our present dilemma. 

Many of-the small business institutions over the State that 
would be affected by a sales tax feel that the constant inspection 
by taxing agencies would prove as big a burden as the actual 
payment of the taxes. Therefore, in considering a sales tax, much 
thought, study, careful planning, deep research and exhaustive in- 
vestigation of methods in other States should be undertaken with 
the view to handling Collections efficiently, but with a minimum of 


. annoyance to the taxpayer.

four, section two of the constitu- 
tion will not schedule athletic con- 
tests with these six members. Con- 
tests already scheduled may be 
played. However, extensions of 
present contracts or agreements 
will be regarded as new contracts
